Bayard, discovered the bodies of 
Miss Dunbar and Shea, 
several 


miles from here. 
The couple had 


wandered about two miles 
from 


where they left their coupe in a 
futile effort to get to a ranch house, 
which was only one mile distant 
from where the bodies were found. 


Covered By Huge Drift. 


The bodies were found only three 


feet apart, face up,'half way down 
a canyon west of a fence running 
alongside the road, where 
their 


abandoned car was 
found.

body of Miss Dunbar -was uncover- 
ed except at the feet while 
Shea 


\v-ar entirely covered. 
The bodies 
were only in a fair state of preser- 
vation, and abralslons on one cheek 
of the girl were attributed to the 
gnawing of'rodents.

in enrollment which

Calnon Entitled To Recover 


For Value Of Grain 


Stored In. Elevator. 


Having discovered that its recent 


decision In a case from Hall county, 
where -J. E. Calnon's »6,000 judg- 
ment against the Fidelity Phenlx 
Insurance Co. was set aside, might 
indirectly knock out all benefits'of 
the state warehouse law, the state

Calnon is overruled, but the court 
In'its revised opinion now says that 
he is .entitled to recover for 
the 


value of the grain stored in his ele- 
vator at Alda, on which he 
had 


token out Insurance and paid the 
premium, although the grain itself 
belonged to other persons. 
The-previous ruling was that Cal- 


non could not collect insurance on 
grain which he did not own. Under 
that doctrine, owners of elevators 
used as public warehouses could not 
protect the grain stored by 
their 
patrons. It is now declared by the 
high bench that Calnon is .entitled 
to insurance for the actual' loss of 
grain, and he in turn is liable to Its 
owners.

ty-three years confinement in

insane asylum, George Tvelk, 
faces 


a second trial for the murder of his 
mother with an axe. 


According 
to testimony at the 


first trial, Nelk entered the store 
managed by hia mother on Febru- 
ary 11. 1903 and took $9 from the 
cash drawer. When the woman re- 
monstrated he killed her with an 
axe. He then attacked his invalid 
sister, breaking her arms and leg's. 


In March 1904, he was convicted 


but later in the year a lunacy com- 
mission pronounced him insane and 
he was committed to an asylum. 


District Attorney Charles B. Fox, 


has made public a report by the 
superintendent of the asylum, that 
according- to Mr. Fox, shows Nelk 
to be sane and therefore subject to 
trial under the old indictment. He 
will be brought to trial as quickly 
as possible, the district 
attorney 


said. 


In the event he is found 
guilty 


of first 
degree murder and sent- 


enced to death Nelk probably will 
be hanged, the courts having ruled 
in another case that a man must 
he punished under the law existing 
at the time of the commission of 
the crime. Electrocution is the modn 
of capital punishment in Pennsyl- 
vania at present.

AN INEFFECTUAL FIGHT. 


Results of the vote in the United States senate 


Monday night on the issue o'f retaining the publicity, 
feature of the Income tax law presages a victory for 
the administration forces on the question of approv- 
ing the revenue law in Its present form. 


By a ballot of 49 to 32, the senate decided in fa- 


vor of the provision repealing the tax 
publicity 


claus of the law. 
The strength of the admlnlstra-- 


tlon forces on this test issue demonstrated the abili- 
ty of the president and Seretary Mellon to ram the 
bill through the upper branch of congress without 
material change from the form agreed upon in com- 
mittee. It may be taken as evidence the iniquitous 
surtax schedules will be put through, and the un- 
warranted and untimely repeal of the inheritance 
tax law will receive senatorial approval. 


There are grave injustices in the revenue bill which 


has been whipped through congress. 
Jt is woefully 


lop-sided in its application of relief 
for the tax- 


payers of this country. It is a "rich man's" bill. 


One thing which has enabled Mr. Mellon to put his 


tax ideas into concrete form has been the conflicting 
sentiments which have served to confuse the issues. 
One of these was the publicity clause of the revenue 
bill. It accomplished no useful purpose. So far ah 
the evidence indicates it did not add a single cent_pf 
revenue to the treasury by inspiring more honest tax 
returns. Neither did it result in the discovery of a 
single instance of fraud. 
So much time and atten- 


tion have been wasted on this single feature that is- 
sues of far greater consequence and importance to 
the American people will be given scanty considera- 
tion. 


The fight to retain the publicity feature, inspired 


as it was by the loftiest motives and the most hon- 
est purposes, was unfortunate. It served to delract 
from the main issues. So far as experience reveals 
no violence has been done the Income tax law by 
repealing the publicity feature. It had added a very 
considerable 
amount 
to 
the 
expense of 
ad- 


ministering the tax law 
without 
accomplishing 


any of the purposes for which it was designed. The 
•publicity feature should have been repealed on the 
showing which It has made.

It is in connectin with the publicity feature of the 


Income tax law that the record supports Mr. Mel- 
Ion's contentions and only in that respect. 


His tax theories have been disproved in most of 


the other particulars by the experience of his own 
department. 


Take the returns for 1925. The Mellon adherents 


arc pointing to them, in substantiation of the claims 
made by the secretary Of the treasury. It has been 
Mr. Mellon's chief contention that lower rates mean 
higher returns. Total collections In 1925 were approx- 
imately $6,000,000 more than they were in 1924 under 
the higher schedules. 


larger collections are not in themselves conclu- 


sive evidence they resulted from 
lower tax rat*s. 


The financial conditions since 19.20 have been improv- 
ing. In 1925, business and Industry enjoyed unrivalled 
prosperity. The states where tax collections showed 
the greatest gains were those commonwealths where 
business was the most active. For example Florida, 
which has been the center of an extraordinary boom, 
reflected an Increase of nearly 100 percent. 
New 


York State gained 10 percent. In Pennsylvania, Mr. 
Mellon's home state, which boasts of an unusually 
large number of extremely wealthy men whose in- 
come tax would be most affected under the Mellon 
plan, the reduced surtaxes did not bring a higher 
yield. 
There was an actual decrease of 4 percent. 


Pennsylvania was in the midst of a. coal strike and 
other industrial troubles beset her. In Massachu- 
setts where there are many rich men who would 
benefit by Mr. Mellon's ideas, there -was also a do- 
crease in the face of lower rates. The Bay State 
suffered very largely because the textile industry 
was hard hit. The natural conclusion is that altered 
rates had little to do with business and industry in 
1925.. 


No juggling of the 1925 tax figures can produce a 


showing that immensely wealthy citizens contributed 
more liberally to the expense of government because 
of reduced rates. And strange to say no one has ever 
suggested the name of a single rich man who has 
complained because the reduced tax rates made it 
necessary for him to pay more. 


AN AGRICULTURAL HANDICAP. 


Apparently the Dawcs idea of cutting down the 


production of foodstuffs in' the United States in or- 
der to bring about shortage, thus compelling Ameri- 
can consumers to pay higher prices for table necessi- 
ties has been adopted as the settled policy of the 
Cooildge administration. 
Such Is the logical Infer- 


ence to be drawn from the statement, issued by the 
department of agriculture at Washington, warning 
farmers not to increase their plantings this year. 


Foreign demand for America's farm products, it is 


suggested in this official admonition, is not likely to 
become larger; In fact, the department thinks there 
may be a. falling off in the demand abroad for our 
wheat, corn, live stock, and other agricultural com- 
modities. 


AVhlle advising farmers that they cannot look to 


the foreign market as an outlet for the poods they 
produce, the administration tells them they will have 
to .continue paying high prices for farm machinery 
and other equipment, and that wages of farm labor 
will doubtless continue on about the same level as 
heretofore. 
Yet manufacturers in this country arc 


being encouraged in every way by the federal com- 
merce department to augment production and extend 
the sale of their goods in all parts of the world, as 
though that were a very commendable and profitable 
policy for them to pursue. 


•What a travesty on fair play and an Insult to com- 


mon intelligence 
this Is! 
AVhy is it not 
just as 


proper for the United States to employ its vast areas 
of rich soil in producing things to feed the world, as 
it is to speed up production of articles to clothe the 
world and implements for doing its work of all Kinds? 


Should the American farmer be satisfied to cut 


down hli crop acreage and-his live stock feeding 
operations, with a view to producing barely what this 
country needs for Itself, while hundreds of millions 
of people In Europe and Asia are waiting to be fed 
and would be Rlad to buy of us If we would give 
them an opportunity to exchange their products for 
ourt? 


Thla policy of shutting the farmer up In a domestic 


shell and forbidding him to emerge therefrom can 
have only one ultimate result. . That will be the turn- 
Ing of foreign markets for agricultural commodities 
over to Argentina, Canada, Australia, New Zealand, 
South Africa, Ru»Bla and India. And In time, if the 
advocates of limiting farm production here have their 
way. the United States Itself will have to begin buy- 
Ing some of Its foodstuffs from those cpuntrlcs. 


The farmer is told that he must hold down his 


crops because world production Is in ejtcess of world 
needs. 
Yet American manufacturers are supplying 


farm machinery to Russia to help that country In- 
crease its agricultural production, so that It will havo 
a greater excess to sell in the already oversupplled 
world market and thus make it harder than ever for the 
farmer in thla country to dispose of what he raises. 
The same thing is being done in other European coun- 
tries, as well as in Egypt, Mesopotamia and various 
jrraln-growing areas of the old world. 


Meanwhile, West Australia is throwing open for 


settlement a vast new region-of more than 8,000,000 
acres, which will be devoted to pasturing live stoclc 
and crop culture. Canada Is constantly adding to 
its acreage of tilled land, and South Africa, is doing 
the same. With Russia and Siberia, which together 
constitute the greatest single agricultural region in 
the world, making substantial progress back toward 
pre-war production, the nations which Import food- 
stuffs will be able to supply themselves without de- 
pending, as heretofore, on the United States. 


But, of course, if they buy their grain and meats 


from Russia, they will expect to sell Russia their 
own manufactured goods; and Russia, in 
order to 


hold their trade, will buy from them Instead of from 
us. If Argentina, Australia, Canada. South Africa 
and other countries furnish wheat, corn, beef and 
mutton to feed Europe, then they assuredly will give 
Europe their orders for factory products. 


In the end. after we have voluntarily surrendered 
he market for farm products to our international 
oompetitors, we shall find our foreign market for 
abrlcated articles also cut off to a greater or less 
extent. When that time comes, American 'labor will 
be thrown out of employment, and'farmers in this 
country will suffer by depressed prices of even what 
.hey sell at home. 


CITIES QUIT MANUFACTURING. 


In the state of Michigan during the 
last 
year 


twelve municipally owned and operated electric ser- 
vice plants have been abandoned, giving- way to in- 
erconnected steam and hydro power, with its un- 
imlted twenty-four hour service, 
according to a 


statement of the New York Herald Tribune. That 
newspaper says further that of the 143 communities 
n that state, which once served electricity to their 
people as a municipal activity, seventy-five 
have 


abandoned their generating plants, sixty-two chang- 
njr over to complete service by private corporations, 
vhile thirteen have retained their distributing sys- 
ems and purchase their power from utility corpora- 
long. 


In New York state twenty municipalities have dis- 


continued the manufacture of electricity within the 
ast fifteen years and at this time less than two per 
cent of the people of the commonwealth are supplied 
by publicly-owned plants. 
During the last decade 


approximately SSO cities and towps in the United 
States have gone out of the (business of manufactur- 
ng electricity, according'to the newspaper mentioned. 


Reasons given for the trend away from public own- 


ership of power plants are that city officials are as a 
rule not operating experts, while the private cor- 
porations employ experts who must produce results. 
They own numerous systems and In 
consequence 


have large numbers of men in their employ and un- 
der constant observation. 
These are advanced as 


rapidly as merit warrants. It is all strictly 
busi- 


ness, with nothing in the way of politics or pull, such 
as is liable to be observed in publicly operated instl- 
utlons. 
The principal reasons, however, that the manu- 


facture and sale of electric current is passing into 
the hands of the big power corporations is that many 
of the municipalities are finding that they can buy 
cheaper than they can manufacture and that tho 
service is much more satisfactory. 
They are sure of 


a twenty-four hour service all of the time. 
Officials 


are never in fear of a breakdown, for the intercon- 
nected systems Insure uninterrupted service under ail 
circumstances. 
It is of course well known that u. 


arge plant, run to capacity, can manufacture cur- 
rent much more cheaply, than a small one, so the 
private corporation is able to sell its product at a 
ess price than the municipality can 
make it. It 


does so and the municipality quits. 


BELGIUM AGAIN HARD 
HIT. 


Twice within a decade Belgium has been forced to 


face hardships and disasters -which 
would 
have 


crushed a" less courageous and hardy people. No 
ountry in the world war suffered more severely than 
Belgium, with practically all of her domain in tho 
hands of the invading- armies. At the close of the 
war, the Belgian people manifested inspiring pluck in 
repairing the devastated countryside. 


The unprecedented floods which visited 
Central 


Europe a short time ago resulted in damage in Bel- 
gium scarcely less appalling. The loss 
entailed by 


the flood waters will mount into the millions of dol- 
ars. In Liege alone more than 400 houses were swept 
away and practically the entire city will have to be 
rebuilt. Farms along the rivers were inundated and 
the rich subsoil washed away. Great factories bor- 
dering along the streams and canals were 
either 


badly -damaged or completely ruined. 
Preliminary 


estimates place the total damage at a billion and a. 
half Belgian francs, or approximately $300,000,000. 


This fresh calamity which has befallen 
Belgium 


should enlist the sympathies of all nations. No ap- 
peal has come to the outside world from Belgium but 
help is richly deserved. The Red Cross is^alrcady in 
the field, doing all in its power to minister to those 
temporarily distressed and homeless. The permanent 
work of repair must be undertaken more carefully. 
The amazing recuperative power of the Belgium peo- 
ple was shown at the close of the war and no doubt 
will again be demonstrated. It takes more than fire 
and water and bloodshed to destroy the spirit of a 
courageous nation.

A LITTLE'BACTERIOLOGY. 


There are many people who deny the existence of germs; there are 


others who say that germs are not the cause but the effect of disease. 


"VVe cannot see electricity, but we do not deny its existence, and we 
cannot see wave lengths, but the radio has taught us that they exist even 
.hough we did not know it before. 
With the invention of the powerful microscopes came our knowledge 


hat there was a vast world of microscopic plant and animal life which 
we cannot see with the naked eye. 
Bacteria germs or microbes or micro-organisms or bacilli—all tnest.- 


mean the same) are the lowest form of animal life, so tiny that It re- 
quires powerful microscopes to see them. Eighteen millions of them could 
be crowded on the head of a pin. But they do exist just, as as truly as do 
cabbages and parsnips. And as truly as there are poisonous ones among 
the vegetation that we can see, so are there poisonous ones among these 
microscopic plants. These poisonous ones are known as pathogenic or 
disease breeding germs. 
Fortunately .among the thousands of known germs there are less 


than a half-hundred of these'disease producing ones. The other germs 
are beneficial to mankind, and If it were not for certain of them all life 
processes would cease. 
The knowledge of bacteriology has revolution- 


zed agricultural processes and successful farming without the aid of 
bacteria would be impossible. Just as the knowledge of bacteria has 
•evolutionized agricultural processes, so has It revolutionized medicine 


It used to be thought that diseases were inflicted upon man by super- 


natural causes—evil spirits or an angry god. Then later, bad air and 
noxious vapors were given the blame. Malaria, for instance, was so-called 
because it was thought the disease was due to the bad air of swamps 
(rnal- bad- aria: air). Now we know that malaria is not due to baa ;ur 
at all. but to the malarial paarsites which are transmitted to humans by 
the malarial-bearing mosquitos that breed in the swamps and are carried 


y It is often stated that if we were all in perfect health—If the blood 


were "pure"—there would be no danger from infectious diseases. In other 
words, one's immunity—the resisting power residing- in the cells and 
blood—would be sufficient to overcome the poisons due to any narn-^Ji 
bacteria that got into the blood. 
Theoretically this sounds well, and there is a large element of truth 
in it Practically, however, there are certain infectious'diseases that the 
most robust will contract if they receive a sufficient dose of 'the virulent 
micro-organisms causing them. And such diseases as small pox yellow 
fever, cholera and plague, apparently have no particular relation to 
bodily vigor. (Of course, we might say here that these Persons who con- 
ract these diseases were only seemingly healthy rather than really 
6a On the other hand.'tuberculosis, common colds, pneumonia, pus in- 
fections and some other diseases are very much more apt to gain a foot- 
hold in those who have a lowered general vitality through sorns cause. 


Of all the factors which lower the vitality of the cells (a:id therefore 


the resistance) so that disease germs can gain a foothold, an l™Pr°PeV 
diet for anv length of time is probably the greatest. And especially a diet 
that is lacking in the Stamina—those "live" elements found in largest 
amounts in raw fruits and vegetables, eggs and milk—which are also 
necessary for proper functioning and growth as well as tissue resistance. 
Our study of the vitamines and their effect on animals in the nutritional 
laboratories and our clinical experience have taught us this fact and have 
made us realize that perhaps we have paid too much attention to bac- 
teria as the cause of disease, and not enough attention to the conditions 
which produce the environment that they grow In But to go to the^ op- 
posite extreme and say that thfee germs have nothing to do with the di- 
sease will be just as harmful as to say that they are the sole factor.

The Most Wonderful Star Giant

Noted Attronomer and Writer on 


Scientific Topics of Popular 


Intereit. 


Wide across the southern sky, in 
the 
early 
.November 
evenings, 


stretches the huge imaginary form 
of the celestial whale, Cetus. Aratus 
thus pictured him in the third cen- 
tury before Christ: 
"And yonder, distant from her 


cowerTng form, 
The' on-coming monster scares 


Andromeda. 
She in the blasts of Thracian 


Boreas 
Is stationed, 
while 
the 
south 


wind brings her foe, 


The Whale." 
Whatever the ancients may nave 


seen about it to awaken thoughts 
of dread and terror, this large 
constellation 
during 
th<! 
past 


three centuries has been famous 
for the extraordinary conduct of 
one of its stars, 
the 
wonderful 


"Mira," which at times has been 
seen shining 
with 
six 
hundred 


times 
its 
average 
minimum 


brightness. . Quite 
ordinarily 
its 


brightness increases from a hun- 
dred to two hundred and fifty fold 
in *ie course of some five months. 
When, brightest, it is conspic- 


uous to the naked eye; when faint- 
est, it is only visible with a tele- 
scope. Us light goes up ahd down 
like that of a lighthouse, suddenly 
flaring out of the dense surround- 
ing darkness, like a gleaming point 
swelling brighter and larger until 
It throws a steady guiding ray 
across the deep, and then fading 
again until it disappears, swallowed 
up in the night. The whole period of 
change, 
which 
has 
now 
been 
watched by astronomers for 324 
years (though it has probably been 
going on from time immemorial) 
is about 331 days, hut is Irregularly 
variable to the extent of a week or 
two. 
When brightest Mira is'of a rich 


golden white color; when faintest, 
and only visible with telescopes, its 
color is deep red. A perishing sun, 
said astronomers, almost at the last 
gasp of solar life! That view of 
Mira, which I have done my modest 
share in spreading, seemed a very 
probable one until recently. But now 
it looks rather as if the "Wonder 
of the Whale" were a young stel- 
lar giant instead 
of a 
descrepit 


wreck 
of a star, shrunken and 


dwarfed in its agony. 
It has just been assigned to a 
,Jace beside the celebrated Betel- 
geuse in Orion, one of the largest 
and most extraordinary members of 
the 'class of the "red giants." Mr. 
Pease, of the Mount Wilson Ob- 
servatory, announces that measure- 
ments of the angular diameter of 
Mira, made with Michelson's inter- 
ferometer attached to the great 100- 
inch telescope, show that it Is even 
larger than Betelgeuse. being at 
least 250,000,000 miles in diameter. 


The diameter of Betel geuse -was 


at first calculated nt a similar fig- 
ure when the earliest measurements 
were made in 1920, but later esti- 
mates have placed it at about 215,- 
000,000 miles. 
The diameter of the sun is oily 


about 866,000 miles, so that Mira 
must exceed the sun 287 times in 
diameter, and 80,000 times in the 
area of its disk. Think of facing 
a sun of that size! In hulk it must 
be about 23,000,000 times greater 
than the sun. But'the edge of these 
startling -statements may be a lit- 
tle dulled by the fact that similar 
ones were made some yeara ago 
when the other giant, Beteigeuse, 
was measured. 
There is one other red star— 


Antares in the Constellation Sct>r- 
plo, which will he seen gleaming 
above the southern horizon next 
Summer—whose diameter far ex- 
ceeds even that of Mira, amounting 
according to the best calculations 
to no less than 400,000,000 miles. 


Now what kind of suns are these 


extraordinary red giants any one 
if which would he capable of sw.il- 
lowlng millions of dwarf orbs like 
our own sun? As already remarked 


they are youthful in the order of 
evolution. .Their immense size, as 
well as other peculiarities, indicate 
that their density is exceedingly 
slight, "like that of an attenuated 
Gras in an electric vacuum tube." 
remarks Dr. George B. Hale. 
In a recent article. I showed in 
popular form how according to the 
now prevailing theory of stellar 
development, stars begi-i as vastly 
expanded "giants," ot a, red color, 
then pass through successive stages 
of contraction and Increase in tem- 
perature, until they reach a maxi- 
mum of temperature i in the case 
of the blue-white stars, of the ''B 
class," after which they continue to 
Contract, with fall of temperature, 
running backward through the for- 
mer stages, and ending in the state 
of 
dense, contracted, 
cooled-off 


"dwarfs," recalling the "lean and 
slippered 
pantaloon" 
of 
Shake- 
speare's "Seven Ages," verging on 
to that "last scene of all ... 
sans 
teeth, sans eyes, sans taste, sans 
everything." 
Now Mira Is "sighing like a fur- 


nace," in the ballad age, so that 
what we had taken for struggles 
against extinction, are 
in. reality

one fine day andI by 
chance was never forgotten, until t 
became, after thousands of years, 
one of our strongest rules. Like 
any animals, 
we turn and bite 


those who behave, in a manner we 
do not approve; those who do not 
think as we do. Therefore they are 
foolish 
when 
they let us know- 


when they disagree with us or have 
failed to live up to our code, it 
is none of our business. 


If there were any justice in the 


matter, if the two were to suffer 
alike by any possible chance, it 
would 
be a somewhat 
different 


matter, although it -would scarcely 
warrant putting a stigma upon .re 
child for life. 
It is hardly likely that -we will 
progress much in civilization betoro 
her child will be growing up. H3 
will 
be made to understand that 


he as well as his mother, are out- 
casts to some extent. Why place 
such a burden upon her innocent 
babe? Later, 
he 
himself might 


know, but who will make it a public 
matter to humiliate him? 
She has donf no worse than hun 


dreds 
of others 
who were 
not 
caught and who will pay nothing;. 
In any case, 
Nature will see that 


she pays, humbly, agonizingly, in a 
short time. 
After that, give her 
her'chance. And let her give h-r
